This Nation Is to-day the rich- 
est Nation under the snn. Its resources 
are without limit, its prosperity is on a 
solid basis of healthy industrial develop- 
ment, and its credit is unequaled in the 
money markets of the world. The sug- 
gestion that the gratuitous aid of the 
banks is necessary to enable the United 
States to maintain its credit is prepos- 
terous.
